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SELECTMEN’S REPORT.

To the Taxpayers of West Rutland ; 

Your selectmen have drawn one hundred and ten orders 
the past year, as follows: General account, seventy-eight, 
on special account, one; on highway account, twelve; on 
liquor agency account, eleven ; and for bills contracted by 
previous board, eight. 

GENERAL ACCOUNT. 

Seventy-eight orders drawn on general account amount 
to 13,205.86 ; of this sum the amount paid the overseer, 
$360.00, taxes on town farm, $60.48, are chargeable to 
poor expenses. Interest on the town bonds amounting to 
$875.00, interest on United States surplus fund to 8289,91, 
are compulsory expenditures. Orders drawn on account 
of sheep being killed by dogs to the amount of $150.00, is 
no expense to the town. Tax abatements by the board of 
civil authority amounting to $180.69 should not be charged 
to selectmen’s account, being money returned to taxpayers 
on selectmen’s orders through errors in the grand list. 
These items together with 8300.50, voted at the last town 
meeting amount to $3,223.58. Deducting this from 
$3,205.86. it leaves $982.28, which is the amount your 
selectmen expended in running town affairs, and this 
amount includes the work of building Franklin street and 
land damages for widening Quinn road, also the costs of 
the annual and quadrennial appraisals by the listers. 


SPECIAL ACCOUNT 


Order No, 23 was a voucher to the town treasurer for 
the payment of the 10 cent school tax voted at the last 
town meeting. 


highway account. 

Your selectmen have drawn 12 orders on the highway 
fund amounting to $2,413.18. leaving an unexpended bal- 
ance on hand of highway fund of $451. 12. An itemized 
account of the highway fund will be found annexed to 
this report 


soldiers' record. 

Your selectmen under a vote of the last town meeting , 
together with the selectmen of the towns of Rutland and 
Proctor, engaged GoL X IT. Gonlding of Rutland to pre- 
pare an official military and naval record of the soldiers 
who enlisted from the three towns in the war of the rebel- 
lion from 1831 to 1886. The work has been prepared and 
is now in the hands of the printer. We have paid $88, 
being our share of the cost of preparing the work. No 
other expense is attached to the work but our share of 
the expense of printing, after which the towns will have 
exclusive sale of the book* where by nil money expended on 
the work can be recovered by the town. 

BO A RDM AN HILL CROSSING. 

Your selectmen have endeavored to arrange some agree- 
ment with the railroad to remove the dangerous features 
of this crossing, but their actions consist mostly of delays 
and evasions. We would recommend that the incoming 
board submit the question to the board of railroad commis- 
sioners the coming spring. 
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NEW STREETS, 

Your selectmen have laid out and worked Franklin 
street, so called, running north from Blanchard avenue 
and connecting with Boss street, and have caused the 
same to be recorded and opened for public travel. The 
work cost $190.69, Land damages awarded as follows : 

To the estate of Willard Boss, 1 cent; to the West Kut- 
lund Baptist Society, $35 ; to Dr, A. K. Kinne, $125; to 
be paid whenever the necessities of the public and the 
public travel require the moving of the buildings now 
within the limits of the highway ; but until such necessity 
arises, the buildings are to remain where they now are. 
Whenever such buildings are removed, the sum of $125 is 
to be paid to said Kinne* or to the town for said Kinne, 
by the estate of Chalon Blanchard, or his heirs or assigns 
thereof, according to the terms of a certain mortgage* 
executed to the town and filed for record in the town 
clerk's office. 

We have widened the road leading to the Quinn place, 
and have awarded land damage to J, M. Dewey to the 
amount of $20, 

Many of the roads heretofore laid out within the limits 
of the town have never been recorded. We have procured 
and placed on record the surveys of eight such roads dur- 
ing the past year* 

TOWN FARM AND TOWN POOR, 

The overseer’s report, printed elsewhere, contains a full 
and complete record of the doings of the poor department 
for the past year. It is needless, perhaps, to add that the 
source of evil in the past has been the expense attached to 
the farm and the keeping of the inmates of the house. 
Under the present management the expense] of the farm

has been decreased and the productive capacity of the farm 
increased. We have paid the overseer $30 per month for 
work on the farm and feel confident that he has earned 
his pay*

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Overseer’s Report. 

To the Taxpayers of West Rutland : 

In presenting to you my report as overseer of the 
poor for the past year, it is necessary for me to state that I 
have undertaken a series of improvements on the farm* that 
most of you know were necessary to the health and sani- 
tary condition of its surroundings, such as ditching the 
meadow and cess- pools from the house, that were as barren 
to good health to the inmates of the house as the 
meadow is for producing good hay. Improvements in the 
house consisted of painting and renovating the interior ; 
also s h i n gl i n g w ood sh ed a nd outbuildings, cl apboar ding, 
partly, one side of cow bam, partly shingling shed adjoining 
and patching the roof of main barn, I have repaired and 
painted the fence front of the house as far as the horse 
barn , have repaired the aqueduct, or source of water supply 
to the house, its usefulness being destroyed. I have placed a 
stone bridge on each of two culverts on the meadow, which 
I think will remain permanent, and such as the farm never 
contained before* I have cleared the stones off the meadow 
west of the cow barn, and now would be safe to run a 
lawn mower over it, having previously been a source 
of trouble in mowing it with the machine. The roof of 
the house leaks badly and should be shingled or slated the 
coming spring. As the theory proves true that a stitch in 
time saves nine, it would be well to apply it in this case. 
I have had to purchase all the seeds that were necessary for 
the sowing and planting on the farm, except potatoes. 
Mostly all of the principal utensils for farming were worn 
out and had to be replaced with new ones. Not having 
manure enough to supply the need for it, I have had to 
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purchase phosphates and fertilizers, where the tillage land 
was so poor and so badly run out. Owing to depression in 
business and want of employment, accompanying a severe 
winter, several families have had to apply to the town for 
aid. This will increase the expense of the outside poor. I 
have paid the funeral expenses of Mrs. Ellen Tie, who had 
been formerly aided by the town, and who died at the 
Brattleboro insane asylum, which expense should have been 
paid a year or two ago, the authorities there having threat- 
ened to sue the town for the bilL The death rate among 
the outside poor has been greater the past year than for 
many years previous. This means increased expenses. 
The cows on the farm have all passed their majority to- 
gether with their usefulness. I have sold some of them 
and been tempted to give away the rest* I have started 
the growth of young cattle, which will replace the old 
ones, and be a source of profit to the town. Most all the 
inmates of the house have been clad with good, substantial 
garments, and their bad and bed clothing renewed, this 
being necessary whether they work or play. The male 
inmates have cheerfully assisted in doing the work on the 
farm, although some of them are very aged and decrepid. 

The professional tramps, who claim no special home 
or locality, were prompt and numerous in making calls at 
this institution the past year and at nearly all hours of the 
night, which was neither pleasant, profitable nor enter- 
taining, but possibly might have saved some neighbor’s 
barn from going up in smoke. In conclusion, it is neces- 
sary for me to state that I find it is a great deal easier for 
some people to find fault than it has been for your over- 
seer to accomplish what he wished* I have jealously 
guarded the best interests of the town, and tried to be just 
and impartial to every one in my dealings with them* I 
therefore submit to you the following report.
